“Dig For Water” 
(Long Beach Press-Telegram) 





‘Dig for water as industriously as you do 
for oil.’ This is the wise advice of a prom- 
inent man of affairs to Southern California—- 
R. E. M. Cowie, President of the American 
Railway Express. ‘‘Dig fot water.’’ This is 
figurative, it is true—although there is more 
or less of well-digging here and elsewhere in 
the Southland. But it is well to dig deep 
to place dams for the conservation of water— 
to impound the surplus of floods. 

Water is vital here. This can not be im- 
pressed too often. This section should not 
gamble with its future water supply. Every 
municipality, every county, every district 
where irrigation is required, should be en- 
gaged in systematic efforts to augment pres- 
ent water supplies. 

California is growing in population rapid- 
ly. It is developing swiftly in soil culture 
and in manufacturing. A great deal more of 
water is needed each year. And yet there 
comes cycles of dry years. These would spell 
disaster, in future, if California were not 
fortified against the lean years.

There is seldom a legitimate excuse for knock- 
ing the Golden Gate State. It is a great 
commonwealth, rich in resources, climate and 
good citizenship. During the past few years 
some remarkable cities have been constructed 
upon California soil. Many thousands of 
acres of. rich lagd have been reclaimed and 
California is building solidly into American 
life. Derogatory propaganda from Florida 
concerning California will ultimately hurt 
Florida. 

‘If the great stream through which Ameri- 
can commerce flows is polluted in any sec- 
tion of the country, the pollution will soon 
wash against other shores—against Florida 
shores. That is one of the inevitable clim- 
axes attending evil stories. The tiniest wave 


is given great prominence under newspaper 
headlines in certain sections of the country 
and one is led to believe that California is 
a dangerous place in which to live.

A slight earthquake in California is not 
nearly so destruetive as a cloudburst in a 
mountainous section. Cyclones in the middle 
west are more dangerous than earthquakes 
in California. 

Southern Florida and Southern California 
should be friends. There is no reason why 
the two sections shoud be enemies. 

The Areadia Areadian says editorially that 
Florida has naught but kindly feelings for 
California, that the two states have much in 
common, that their wares are of different 
make and texture and that both cater to the 
tourist and are anxious that: he has a good 
time. That statement is true, even in detail. 
Florida and California should cooperate and 
coordinate; they should not quarrel.

2 tablespoons btuter; 2. table- 
spoons flour; % cup milk or fish 
stock; % cup chopped shrimps, 
lobster or mushrooms; lemon 
juice;, seasoning to taste; 8 fillets 
of fish.
